PERMANENT STREET WORK. 


THE greatest need of the streets of Colorado 


Spring* ha* always been work of a permanent 
character. Year after year we have spent from 
(70,000 t6 $80,000, mostly for work that does not 
outlast a season, grading, scraping, rolling filling 
in a hole, here, cutting down c. bump there, patch- 
lug wooden conduits or putting In new wooden 
ditch boxes to_ replace others that have rotted out. 
Probably net 5 per cent of the money that haa 
been spent -on the streets has gone for permanent 
Improvements, that Is. improvements that last for 
several year* such as stone and cement crossing*. 
bridge*, etc. That this 1* a penny wise and pound 
footltth policy does not admit of argument 
The 


st.cet* would be in far better condition than they 
are now U about one-third of the appropriation 
had been spent each year for permanent work and 
the remainder mrnde to go as far as it would for 
the temporary business of grading and scraping

this small fund. Four 


concrete crou 'ng* have been put In, two at the In- 
tersection of Pike's Peak and Nevada avenues, 
two at Nevacfe, and Klowa, all of which were greatly 
needed 
These crossings are seven feet wfde and 


eight Inches thick, and Constructed in the best 
manner possible «o as to withstand the severe wear 
to which they are subjected. Ten allev crossings 
have been bu^lt in places where they were most 
needed. The street crossings, of which ten more 


probably Joe built thia year, coat about $1.20 


a running foot, 'Which Is decidedly cheap for the 
grade of work. 


Now that this good work ha* been started It 


ahould by all mean* be continued. Better let some 
of the outlying streets do without grading and 
rolling for awhile and spend the money for work 
do-« town that win last for all time to come. The 
Council should wiake provision to thi* effect each 
•year, empowering the Street Commissioner to con- 
tinue building" cross waJks until all of the principal 
corners are provided forj. then let hiA do a Httjle 
paving.
